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Sinca January 1950, by decrees of the Ministry of Navigation and the 
idinistry ef Public Securit Uy every menber of crews aboord Polish merchant 
ships must sign a pledge of secrecy, This pledce binds the crew member 

not to reveal ports of embarkation or debarkeationu, dates of depexture from 
or arrival at ports even to members of his immediate family, types of 
cargoes, living conditions of the cren, and aimtilar information, To violate 
this pledge results in a prison sentence of three to five years.
